Mr. Churchill, therefore, urged the Canadian people to do everything 
to develop a strong sentiment for peace. Such a sentiment existed and was 
growing stronger every day. Statesmen everywhere were striving for it 
But his message .was to each and every individual to do their part, to think 
peace, talk peace, act peacefully. Only so would the nations themselves 
become peaceful in thought and outlook; only so could statesmen effect

“But let us look a little closer. The 
automobile that goes to the Antipo¬ 
des is .made by Canadian mechanics; 
and Canadian mechanics eat butter. 
The Canadian newsprint that goes to 
Australia and New Zealand is like¬ 
wise the product of an army of work¬ 
ers who also eat butter. So with our 
lumber exports, our canned-salmon 
exports and all the other shipments 
which go to make -up the 30 million 
dollars’ worth of exports which we 
send to Australia and New Zealand 
—back of them are Canadian work¬ 
ers who consume the products of the 
Canadian farms.
